MEASURE IS EXPECTED 
TO CAUSE WARM FIGHT 


Opposition—Jitney Men 
Will Appeal to Courts If 
Council. Passes Law. 


Passage of an ordinance designed to 
eliminate jitney buses in Atlanta will 
be recommended to city council Mon- 
day afternoon by the special traction 
committee of council, it was announced 
late Saturday by Alderman J. L. Me- 
Lendon, chairman. 

While the measure would not bar 
jitneys from all streets, its terms are 
eo drastic that its adoption could mean 
nothing other than ultimate elimina- 
tion of buses, provided all did not 
discontinue operation on passage of 
the measure. 

Under terms of the measure, no jit- 
ney or bus with a capacity of less 
than 20 persons could operate at any 
point in the city, and even buses with 
large capacities would be allowed tv 
operate only in sections’ on which 
there are no street cars. 

Rigid Restrictions. 

In fact, buses could not operate at 
any point on streets on which street 
cars are in operation, or on any streets 
parallel to and within two blocks of 
streets on which there are cars. 


The ordinance, which would become © 


effective 30 days after date of passage, 
would require all operators or Owners:

Swelled by Heavy. Rains 


Recent rainfalls in this section have | 


swelled the reserve waters in the Bur- 
ton and Mathis, or Lakemont, reser- 
voirs, which supply the mammoth ‘hy- 
dro-electric system of Georgia Rail- 
way & Power company in north Geor- 
gia, over two-fold during the past 
month, but the waters in the two 
reservoirs still stand somewhat below 
the average as a result of the ex- 
tended drouth during the winter of 
1924, according to figures given out 
by the power company. 

The big Burton reservoir, a storage 
plant which heads the system of the 
hydro-electrical developments, which 
generates electricity for the city of 
Atlanta and other towns in north 
Georgia, has a total capeity for power 
production of 68,700,000 kilowatts. Ac- 
cording to the company's figures, the 
present capacity of the reservoir is 
2.400.000 kilowatts, which is some- 
what below the average. The reser- 
voir reached its lowest capacity dur- 
ing 1924, on December 24. when its 


Very little chapge is noted in the 
volume of water now in the lakes at 
Tallulah and Tugalo and that in 
these lakes during the past year.

~f Indiana, Illinois and Kansas. 

The disease, hewever, has not yet 
been found in these western states, 
said Mr. Bahnsen, though it is knuwn 
to be prevalent in Pennsylvania, New 
York, New Jersey. Ithode Island and 
Connecticut. Efforts of the Washing- 
ton forces are now directed towards 
loeating the source of original infec- 
tion, and in discovering every point 
in the United States where ii has 
been discovered. There is a possi- 
bility, he said, that siready it is in 
‘Tennessee, some form of disease hay- 
ing appeared among poultry in por- 
tions of that state. Government 
chemists have nou yet been. able 
ascertain posilively whether this is 
the fatal European fowl epidemic o1 
not. 

No Disease Here. 

No trace of the disease has yet neen 

siscovered in Georgia, said Mr. Bahn- 


een, and it is in an effort to maintain | 


this condition that the (Creorgia 
bargo has been ordered. 

At present about 40) of the 48 states 
nave placed embargoes in one degree 
or another against shipments of poul- 
try into these states, and it would do 
no good to Georgia poujtry shippers 
to raise the Georgia embargo, as long 
as other states keep theirs in effect.

Georgia as a “dumping ground” for 
peuliry irom other sections. In fuect, 
suld Mr. Bahnsen, about the only in- 
convenience caysed Georgia poultry 
shippers by the Georgia embargo, is 
the fact that it bars the return of 
their empty coops from other states 
and, #8 soon as a system of disinfec- 
tion of these coops can be worked out, 
this feature probably will be

Mr. Bahnsen is now working with 
federal authorities in an effort to se- 
cure a lifting of embargoes placed by 
other states against Georgia poultry 
by showing that Georgia is free of 
the poultry pest and that, therefore, 
there is no danger in admitting ship- 
ments from this state. It is imposs:- 
ble, however, he pointed out, to bring 
about relief in a sifuation of this kind

Text of Lette? 


The letter read as follows: 

“Every time that you disclose your 
mind to me you increase my admira- 
tion and affection for you.

Judge Blanton 
Fortson ruled that klan members 
would be parties to the prosecution, 
inasmuch as the Husted “investiga- 
tion” was paid for by klan funds, 
and he therefore. barred all = snech 
members or tbeir kin from serving 
on the jury. 

Calls for Prosecution. 


In his statement, Mr. Davison de- 
man on the grand jury was accepted 
on the statement, not under oath, 
of a klan official from Atlanta and 
further declares that the statement 
was untrue. He then points out that,

These cases were nolle 
prossed on the unsworn statement of 
some man from Atlanta, who I un 
derstand is an official of the klan, 
He made the statement, not under 
oath, and his statement was not sup 
ported by any evidence. In other 
words this man says in court that 
one of the members of that jury is a 
klansman and is a liar. He was not 
required to take an oath, nor was he 
called upon to name the klan mem- 
ber of the jury. His word was taken 
unconditionally, leaving the public to 
pick out the klansman or lar from 
the 19 members of the jury. These 
cases were thrown out of court on a 
plain statement, leaving a cloud of 
suspicion on every man who served 
on the jury. 

“The ‘bird’ from Atlanta falsified 
when he made his unsupported state- 
ment. Not a single member of this 
jury was a member of the klan. If 
this is true he should be handled by 
the law for making a false statement 
in open court for the purpose of block- 
ing indictments. Otherwise he should 
be required to show who the klan 
member of the jury was. 

“I have made a sworn statement 
that I have never been and am not 
now connected in any way whatso- 
ever with the Ku Klux Klan or any 
branch thereof.

The Scientific Ewry. 


In America we try to improve 
everything.

Ray C. Ewry was the most method- 
ical athlete I ever knew, and some of 
his world’s jumping records are still 
in the books. Ewry, a Purdue man, 


and engineer with a scientific mind.

an illness. Jumping interested him 
and he made a scientific study of the 
art. He drew charts in which he 
recorded the practice performances of 
every day. By noting the number of 
jumps, the .effort, the daily results, 
he governed his training exactly.

I 
took pencil and paner and figured out 
a way to throw, spinning around twice 
before throwing, and in a couple of 
years threw 148 feet 5 inches. 

John Flanagan came from Ireland, 
nicked up the two-turn idea and began 
shoving the record up a yard at a 
time. Al Plaw, of California, learned 
how to turn three times and with the 
‘nereased speed beat Flanagan in the 
Olympic at St. Louis. Ryan, throwing 
with three turns, made the present rec- 
ord of 189 feet 61-2 inches.

Nurmi Has Le Stride. 

In sprinting Dean Oromwell taught 
(harlie Paddock a number of form 
details that made Paddock the fastest 
short-distance runner since stop watch- 
es were invented. : 5 

He had Paddock practice lifting his 
knees high, had him throw his legs 
forward in striding and cut out the 
long back drive, had him spread his 
feet in running, and made him swing 
the hip forward with the stride, show- 
ed him how to help the stride with 
arms and shoulders. Paddock’s leap 
at the tape was natural. A sprint- 
er’s form is entirely different from the 
form of the distance runner, who does 
not sprea¢ his stride but runs with 
feet following a straight line, Paddock 
would run with alternate steps on each 
<ide of a cifalk line down the track; a 
distance runner would step on the line 
at every stride. And all runners, 
according to accepted form, keep up 
on their toes. 

This is the point that may be revolu- 
tionized by Nurmi. For Nurmi doesn't 
run on his toes. He has a smooth, 
low, gliding run, almost if not entire- 
ly flat-footed. American athletes 
returning from the late Olympic event 
commented on this. It seemed that 
Nurmi didn't run according to the | 
nanal form at all, but he never tired, 
and he never lacked speed for a sprint. 

There is nothing strange about this, 
Probably the messengers and long~dis- 
tance runners of ancient times, who 
covered such wonderful distances in a 
day or a night, ran just as Nurmi 
runs, in the natural manner and with- 
out any highly developed artificial 
form, I have seen some of the In- 
diay runners, and they ran like Nur- 
mi. The Hopi Indians for hundreds 
ef years have held ceremonial races 
covering long distances across the des- 
erts. heir runners today can out- 
travel a horse, and they run flat-foot- 
ed, in the easiest, most natural way 
without strain. 

Finns Are Tough. 
* Nurmi won three championships in 
the Olympics of 1920, and won four 
more, from 1,500 to 8,000 meters in 
1924, where he was unbeatable in all 
the events he entered.

I stayed there three 
weeks. Blood poisoning threatened 
and I just eseaped a case of lock- 
ijaw. Before playing again I made 
|myself sliding pads, using a couple of 
bath towels and string. They were 
crude, but effective. 

When my hip was fully healed and 
I got back in the game, I was a bit 
timid in sliding. After I had been 
thrown out several times because of 
this, Tony Walsh took me in hand. 

“Stanley, forget that hip,” he 
ordered. “If you lose your nerve 
because of that injury, kiss yourself 
goodbye as a ball player. Yon'll get 
worse knocks if you ever make the 
big time.” 

He stood over me and made me 
slide repeatedly. The first few times 
I had to call on all my wil power to 
throw myself at a bag wii*Sout hesi- 
tancy.

Some Other Reasons. 


There are some other reasons why 
baseball is not played the same as 
it was 20 years ago, Oobb points 
out;

For 38 years Liber:y looking déwn 
York harbor must have 
hlushed under the reverent gaze of 
millions of immigrants. Only in Oe- 
tober, 1924, did she come into her 
own, officially——-she was made a na- 
tional monument by an executive or- 
der of President Coolidge.

Matanzas in Spanish means ‘massa- 
ere. One hundred and

peared forever. Two years later De

| Ppurse-bound parsons in such a clever way 
} 4s to secure from the representatives of re- 
ligion an endorsement of some particularily 
moral play, while the same management in 
another theater is quietly profiting by the 
desire of the public for salacious and obscene 
plays. We must never forget that, whether 
the supposition fs true or not, the clercy 
are popularly supposed to be the guardians 
of the public morals, and our approval should 
not lightly be given even to a good play, 
if the management is simply dragging a 
herring across the trail of the serpent. 

“We clergymen have a repntation for 
gullibility, but “we very quickly leara in 
New York to be wary, and we are becom- 
ing suspicious of Greeks bearing gifts, even 
at the risk of occasionally seeming to look 
a gift horse in the mouth. Conseguently. 
very few of us are likely to adopt the at- 
titude of unqualified approval of all plays. 

‘Discriminating cooperation, the third at- 
titude which I mentioned, seems to me the 
proper position in fespect to the stage, and 
we are giad to note at least one trend of 
the modern theater which we can heartily 
commerd.

it jolly well pleases 
than the descend- 
ants of many less 
wealthy and _ dis- 
dinguished men.

Their pleadings and threats and pun- 
ishments have thus far proved of little 
avail in keeping the Rockefeller name 
from appearing in the newspapers in 
what they think highly undesirable 
ways. 

Even the custom of cutting off a 
share of the children’s spending 
money every time they get into the 
newspapers has not been enough to 
prevent these young folks from fall- 
ing in love and getting married and 
breaking traffic laws and trying to 
earn their living in ways that can’t 
help bring a-lot of publicity. 

Perhaps naturally enough the chil- 
dren of Mrs. Edith Rockefeller Mc- 
Cormick were the first of the family’s 
vounger set.to display a_ liveliness 
that made them eagerly sought tar- 
gets for reporters and photographers 
and caused many ‘of the Rockefeller 
old folks serious dismay. 

Their mother is thus far the only 
one of her generation to venture out- 
side the beaten paths of conservative 
life, but her. pioneering daughters, 
Mathilde and Muriel, did not long re- 
main the only ones of theirs. Their 
example has been and still is being 
followed by numerous of their Rocke- 
feller cousins, both boys and girls. 


NLY the other day it was reveal- 


ed that Avery Rockefeller, only 
son of Percy A. Rockefeller and the 
orly male heir to the huge fortune 
left his father by Grandpa William 
Rockefeller, is the hero of a romantic 
elopement and secret marriage—an 
affair that has been kept from the 
public for more than a-year and until 
months after the young couple had 
become the parents of a son. 

Avery, according to the statement 
now issued by his parents, was at- 
tending a Western university. Also a 
student there was pretty Anna Mark, 
daughter of Clayton Mark, a former 
president of the Board of Education 
of Chicago. 

They fell in love while listening to 
lectures together aml quickly became 
engaged. But since Avery was then 
only eighteen and Anna nearly two 
years younger, the parents of both 
urged the lovers to postpone their 
marriage until their school days were 
over. 

For months the young people did 
their best to meet their parents’ 
wishes, but in September, 1923, just 
as another college year was begin- 
ning, they decided it was not human- 
ly possible to postpone their mar- 
riage a minute longer and they 
eloped. 

Avery Rockefeller had no doubt 
that the parental forgiveness would 
be forthcoming, just as it was. What 
worried him most was the fear of the 
newspapers finding out about the ro- 
mance. 


Well he knew what capital they 
would make of such a thrilling love 
match. If the details of how the 
prospective heir to one of the largest 
chunks of the Rockefeller billions had 
run away from his school books with 
the girl of his choice and how they 
had been married in an obscure vil- 
lage parsonage as_ unostentatiously 
as though he were only a struggling 
young workingman, they would be 
spread over the front pages from one 
end of the world to the other. 

Avery Rockefeller, like his four 
sisters and many of his Rockefeller 
ccusins, was under an agreement 
with his parents to suffer a deduction 
from his yearly allowance every time 
he got into the newspapers. The 
amount of the deduction was to vary 
according to the character and 
amount of the publicity received. 

He shuddered to think how much 
he might have to lose for the columns 
and columns that would be printed 
about his runaway marriage. And if 
he was to have a wife to support he 
needed every penny of his allowance 
more than ever. 

With characteristic Rockefeller 
shrewdness he set about solving the

him to flee with his sweetheart from 
the university campus he had per- 
fected plans which he hoped would 
keep his trail hidden from the re- 
porters for at least a few weeks.

It was months, more than a 
year before the story of his runaway 
marriage reached the public. Long 
before that time he had attained his 
riajority and was no longer depend- 
ent on the allowance from his par- 
ents..

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HE Tower of Babel, so fami- 
liar to us through the Biblical 
was only the most fa- 
mous of many similar staged 


story, 


towers, of which every great 
city of ancient Babylonia boasted at 
least one. These gigantic piles of care- 
fully laid brick are called ziggurats, and 
the ruins of them are today the most 
conspicuous features of the flat Eu- 
phrates Valley. 

Although these ziggurats were so nu- 
merous, and the one in-Babylon has at- 
tained such renown, we have until late- 
ly known very little of their form and 
appearance. Now, however, after clear- 
ing away thousands of tons of broken 
brick and sand, the joint expedition of 
the British Museum and the University 
Museum in Philadelphia has succeeded 
In uncovering the ziggurat that stood 
in the ancient city of Ur, where Abra- 
ham was born. | 

A study of this gives us a better idea 
than we ever had before of how a typi- 
Cal ziggurat was built, what it looked 
like and the way it served its purpose 
in the religious life of its builders. 

The nominal ziggurat, according to 
C. Leonard Woolley, director of the ex- 
pedition, was a rectangular tower built 
in stages by piling successively smaller 
cubes on top of larger ones so as io 
give something of the effect of a pyra-

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Ziggurats like this were familiar sights to the heroes 
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mid with steps. The steps or sloped 
ramp such as we have ‘today in rail- 
road stations and other buildings led 
clear to the summit. 

On the topmos¥ stage there stood a 
little shrine dedicated to the patron god 
of the particular city. At Ur this was 
the moon god, Nannar. 

The ziggurat at Ur was built, science 
believes, about 2300 B. C., some three 
centuries before Abraham’s day. It is 
200 feet long, 150 feet wide and ap- 
proximately 50 feet high. Except for 
the shrine on the top the whole struc- 
ture is a solid mass of brickwork. 

The core is of mud ~brick and the 
outer walls are of kiln-burned bricks 
laid in the pitch that is called “slime” 
in the Book of Genesis. ‘These walls 
are provided with holes to drain away 
any moisture which might collect in the 
core and, by causing the mud brick to 
swell, burst the retaining walls. 

The lower stages were painted black, 
the top stage was of a fire brick red 
and the shrine was of bricks covered 
with a glasslike glaze of bright blue, 
which must have made a brilliant spec- 
tacle in the sunlight. Each of the four 
stages had a mystical meaning. 

Perhaps the most noteworthy fea- 
ture of the ziggurat of Ur was the way 
all the lines of this ‘‘Mountain of 
Heaven,” as it was called, converged 
in the temple on its summit 

Why did the people of Babylonia go 
to the tremendous labor and expense 
involved in building this and the many 
other great towers with which they dot- 
ted their land? ‘The answer, as pieced 
together from long-hidden facts which 
Mr. Woolley and other scientists have 
patiently collected, is an interesting one 
and one that throws much light on Old 
Testament history. 

Fhese ziggurats were built by the 
Sumerians, a people who came into 
Mesopotamia from somewhere in the
